More than 2,000 students are 
attending Rancho Santiago 
College’s newest satellite campus, 
‘which opened amid scattered 
complaints about class offerings, 
noise and parking. 

The Orange Canyon Campus, 
located near the intersection of 
Chapman and Newport avenues, 
opened Aug. 26 after two years of 
construction. Some students say 
the new campus is hard to find. But, 


otherwise, they say, it has not caused. |

Campus faces 


identity crisis

The sign by the Garden Grove Freeway off-ramp still says “Santa Ana 
College”. 

But on campus, the college’s 70-year-old name has been abandoned by 
the RSCCD. trustees. The board decided last spring that the label 


_ “Rancho Santiago College” more clearly describes the area served by the 


four-campus college. 

The controversy that was stirred last spring by the name change now 
seems all but forgotten. - 

Even students who unsuccessfully fought the change say they have 
given up and begun to accept Rancho Santiago as the name. 

“We're not planning to take any more action,” said ASB Vice-President 
Ken Beko. “The only way we would take action is if someone presents us 
some new evidence or gives us a new approach to take. Otherwise, it will 
remain as it stands now,” said Beko with a serious look. 


Dr. Robert Jensen, RSCCD president, said Santa Ana College’s long-' 


standing tradition of academic excellence would continue. “The only 
thing that has changed is the name,” he stated. 

‘According to Jensen, reaction to the new name nas been positive. 
“There are some people who wonder why we did it. But, overall, the 
response has been good.” 

Jensen is quick to admit that not everyone is familiar with the new 
name. “When I was working at the college booth for the Orange Street 
Fair, people would come upand say, ‘What's Rancho Santiago College?””,

are more familiar with the name,” he added. 
Speaking about RSC’s future, Jensen said, “We're off and running!

Enrollment 


Decline visible at RSC

Enrollment for the Rancho 
Santiago Community College 
District is down 1.9 percent, 
according to Hal Bateman, Dean of 
Admissions and Records. Bateman 
reported the statistics on enrollment 
to the board of trustess early this 
week. 


The total number of students 
registered for fall, 1985 is 20,846, 
which is 402 students less than last 
years’ total of 21,248. The new 
Orange Canyon Campus has an 
enrollment of 2,665, Bateman said. 


“We are beginning to draw out 
Students from the Orange area 
because of the new site,” he added. 


clubs plan celebration 


Many of the students at the new 
Orange campus are first time 


students who are taking classes at 
more than one campus, according to 


“We (all the county 
community colleges) 
are in the same ball 
park. Everyone's 
enrollment has 
dropped.” 


Bateman. “I estimate that of the 
2,665 students at Orange Canyon, 
about 1,000 are taking classes at 


“other sites too,” he added. 
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Other areas have differences in 
enrollment compared to last years’ 
figures. The number of day students, 


for instance, is down 8 percent from 
last year. At the same time, the 
number of evening students is up 2 


percent from last year. Bateman 
attributes this to a healthy job 
market. 


“The number of day 
students is down because of the 
employment picture. The economy 
is good, and there is a low 
unemployment rate,” he stated 
matter-of-factly. 


Bateman said he didn’t know what 
effect the college name change had 
on the enrollment figures. “I doubt if 
the name change had any effect at 
all,” says Bateman. 


All of the community colleges in 
this county have a 2-5 percent 
enrollment decline, Bateman 
contends. “We (all the county 
community colleges) are in the same 
ballpark,” he said. 


Bateman also said that the 
Statistics are not final. “We won't 
have the official results until the 
census release which takes place on 
Monday the fourth week of the 
semester.”

Tom Taylor, 21, waved goodbye 
to his girlfriend and family in 
Johannesburg, South Africa to 
pursue his education in the United 
States. 

After a car accident prevented him 
from completing his education in 
South Africa, Taylor moved to 
California to continue his schooling. 
He -now lives with the family of 
Elaine Ellingwood, who lost her son 
in the same accident that Taylor was

involved in. 

Taylor had met the Ellingwood 
family during their missionary work 
in South Africa. 

Ellingwood said she invited Tom 
to move in with her family so he 
could complete his education here. 
After being here for just 18 months, 
he has fulfilled the requirements for 
the GED, and also has completed 
one year at Rancho Santiago 
College. 

Taylor has very strong feelings 
about the government and _ its 
policies he left behind in hiscountry.

He also has some definite opinions 
on the way his country is percieved 
by the press. 

Taylor believes that the U.S. press 
stretches the facts and makes 
matters worse. “They dramatize the 
situation; it’s not really all black 
against white, it’s politics. The 
United States really can't help 
because they don’t understand the 
cultural differences. President P.W. 
Botha is the most liberal president 
South Africa has ever had, but the 
blacks feel he’s moving to slow and 
the whites feel he’s sending them 
down the river.” 

The African National Congress, 
ANC, has been banned from the 
government in South Africa and has 
turned to guerrilla tactics. Taylor 
feels they are backed by the Russians 
with their final objective control of 
the minerals and waterways in South 
Africa. 

“President Botha told your 
President Reagan, if the ANC is 
allowed to take over power, 
communism will move in 
completely,” he said. 

“Apartheid is destroying South 
Africa,” Tom explained. “The 
blacks don’t have any rights. The 
first change I see was the ruling last 
year that allowed blacks and whites 


to marry. Before the new law, if a 
couple did marry inter-racially, they 
could go to prison. Even now they 
have to move out to the homelands, 
areas created for blacks, because 
they aren't accepted by either race.” 

Taylor said he feels that sanctions 
won't help, they will just cause 
massive problems. “Your president 
just doesn’t understand how things 
are in South Africa,” he stated. “I 
think it’s easy to give answers and 
solutions when you're in another 
country.” ; 

When asked how he felt about 
USA for Africa, he said it was a good 
cause, but it fell short when the food 
that was sent for the most part could 
not even be used and sat around 
rotting on the docks. 

The youth in his country feels as 
he does that given time to work out 
their own problems they will succeed 
in ending racial separation. “Reagan 
is involved because of world 
pressure to do something,” he 
added. 

Taylor said he would rather stay 
in the United States than return to 
South Africa said he definitely wants 
to stay here. He commented that he 
has made many friends here, and is 
too critical of the lifestyle and 
government of South Africa to ever 
return.

The Fullerton-Santa Ana (now 
Rancho-Santiago) duel is firmly 
rooted in the Orange County 
community. The schools have been 
playing each other since 1921, 
making this the oldest community 
college competition not only in the 
state, but the nation. 

In past seasons, this game has 


been held at Thanksgiving, towards | 


the end of the football season. But 
this year it has been moved to the 
beginning of the season as a non- 
conference game. 

This move was made because of 
the resturcturing of leagues among 
community college football teams. 
The new conférence may jeopardize 
the future of long standing FC-RSC 
matches. 

According to Coach Dave Ogas, 
having this game as an opener to the 
season will be difficult. “It will be a 
tough game for us to open with,” he 
said, “because they are a _ very 
veteran team and we havea very new 
team.”

It was the type of season that 
softball coach Jim Reach could 
only dream about. This year, the 
dream came true. 

On May 26, Rancho Santiago 
capped a nearly flawless season by 
winning the state title for the first 
time in the school’s history. 

“It’s a great feeling,” said Reach. 
“It’s something you strive for. 

“Many, many years you work 
hard for things and you don’t get 
that reward. In fact, most coaches 
that are outstanding coaches 
probably will never get to have that 
feeling. So I feel very pleased, very 
fortunate and very elated to be a 
state champion.” 

The Dons had to win three 
games that day including two over 
top seed and South Coast 
Conference champion A2AA2 
Fullerton for the ttle. 

Alani Silva pitched a one-hitter 
and added a solo homer in the 
championship game against the 
Hornets. She was named most 
valuable player of the tournament 
and is now attending Cal State 
Fullerton
